JOHN  REYNOLDS 

My  personal  friendship  with  John  goes  back  beyond  1985, 
when  he  became  County  Councillor  for  the  Bar  Hill 
division,  to  when  we  were  fellow  altar  servers  in  Great  St 
Mary's  Church  in  the  late  1960s.  [I  am  perhaps  one  of  the 
few  outside  his  family  who  remembers  him  without  a 
beard.] 

As  political  colleagues  we  worked  closely  together. 
Although  we  had  differences,  these  were  always  argued 
out  in  a  spirit  of  friendship.  Only  a  few  months  ago,  he  and 
his  wife,  Diana,  shared  a  meal  with  us  where  discussion  of 
politics  was  strictly  taboo. 

John  rarely  missed  parish  meetings,  providing  members 
with  a  report  in  advance,  on  which  he  was  always  willing 
to  answer  questions.  He  always  had  time  to  stop  and  chat 
with  residents,  often  about  one  of  the  dogs  he  was 
training  to  be  a  guide  dog.  He  considered  communication 
with  his  electors  essential;  his  regular  newsletters,  while 
remaining  apolitical,  were  a  mine  of  council  information. 
The  local  press  highlighted  his  years  of  hard  work  on  the 
County  Council,  police  authority  and  Guide  Dogs  for  the 
Blind.
